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To advise you of information appearing in Bureau files 
relative to Charles Cummings Collingwood, Columbia Broadcasting 
Company news commentator, pursuant to an oral request received 
by Mr. Laughlin from Mr. Nichols on October 13, 1951, 

SCOPE OF SEARCH : 

In the preparation of this memorandum Collingwood's name 
was given, a complete search for all criminal and subversive 
references. The search was not limited to locality. His name was 
also searched in the Identification Division where no arrest record 
was found. 

PERSONAL HISTORY : 

According to the publication "World Biography" for 1948, 
Collingwood was born on June 4, 1917, at Three Rivers, Michigan. 

He attended Cornell University from. 1937 until 1939, and Oxford 
from 1939 to 1940, as a Rhodes Scholar. Collingwood married 
Louise Albritton in 1946. 

According to this same source Collingwood was a United 
Press Staff Correspondent in London, England in 1939 and in 
Amsterdam, Holland in 1939-1940. He joined the Columbia Broad¬ 
casting System (CBS) London. Staff in. 1941. Collingwood covered 
the North African Campaign and the Normandy Invasion for CBS 
during World War II and was Bureau Chief of CBS in Paris in 1944- 
1945* Collingwood is a Rhodes Scholar, a member of the Association 
of Radio News Commentators, American War Correspondents Association, 
and the Hobo Fellowship of America. He received a Peabody award in 
1942, and the National Headliners award in 1943. On February 1, 1949, 
Collingwood became the White House correspondent for CBS* (100- 
362228-2) 

BUREAU INVESTIGATION : 

No active investigation has been conducted by this Bureau 
relative to Collingwood. Under date of May 31, 1949, the Los Angeles 
Office submitted a report under a "Security Matter - C" classification

INFORMATION APPEARING IN BUREAU PILES : 


Criticism of the Bureau : 

In his Hi00 P.M. broadcast on June 12, 1949, over CBS, 
Collingwood was very critical of the Bureau in its investigative, 
activities, and the information contained in Bureau reports. This 
criticism was based on information brought out during the course 
of the Judith Coplon case in Washington, D. C.' when certain Bureau 
reports were introduced with resulting publicity. In this broadcast, 
Collingwood in part characterized the Bureau reports as "A 
bewildering hodgepodge of gossip, innuendo and rumor.....* 

Relative to this broadcast the Director, on a, routing 
slip attached to a transcript of same, noted “Typical of the CBS. 
•Fellow Traveler' slant. H." I I 

Affiliation with Cited Organizations, :- 

According to a confidential informant of the New York 
Office, on. April 25, 1946,, a dinner sponsored by the Independent 
Citizens Committee of the. Arts* Sciences and Professions, was held 
at the Hotel Astor in New fork City for the purpose of honoring 
delegates to the. United Nations. According to the informant the , 
speeches of the respective delegates were broadcast over CBS and 
each speech was preceded by a short talk by correspondents from the 
delegates' country. The, informant further advised th at Charles 
Collingwood was one of the speakers at this affair. _ I 








The Independent Citizenb Committee of the Arts, Sciences 
and Professions has been cited as a Communist, front by the Congres¬ 
sional Committee on Un-American Activities. 

According; to. Harry Flannery,, radio correspondent, Los 
Angeles, California, Charles Collingwood began on the air In Los 
Angeles as a news commentator for CBS in November, 1947. t. 

On or about' November 21, 1947, one Konnie Zilliacus 
appeared on the Collingwood program over Radio Station KNX - CBS, 

Los Angeles, California. Zilliacus at that time was substituting 
for the Reverend Hewlitt Johnson, the Dean of Canterbury, on a 
lecture tour, which tour was sponsored by the National Council of 
American-Soviet Friendship, t 

The National Council of American-Soviet Friendship has 
been cited as Communist by the Attorney General, 

During the interview on Collingwood'a program, Zilliacus 
expressed a pro-Soviet stand and stated that approximately two weeks 
prior to that time, he had. been in. Moscow, USSR, and had. talked to. 
Generalissimo Stalin. (No specific source given, thought to have 
been obtained through Bureau surveillance )K, 

From a highly confidential source it was ascertained that 
Zilliacus had had interviews with Stalin and Molotov on October 14, 
and. October 13, 1947, respectively, (100-146964-1339) 

According to Harry Flannery, mentioned above, the "New fork 
Times" of May 19, 1949, carried a story that the British. Labor 
Party had expelled, two left-wing pro-Soviet members of parliament, 
from the Party. One of those expelled was Konnie Zilliacus. (100- 
362228-1)X , 

A- meeting called "The Conference for Peace" was held 
on June 4, 5, and 6, 1948, at the Hollywood, California Masonic 
Temple. This conference was held under the auspices of the Arts, 
Sciences, and Professions Council. According to the, June 2, 1948 issue 
of the "Daily People's World", West Coast Communist newspaper, which, 
publicized the "Conference, for Peace", Charles Collingwood was 
scheduled to participate in the conference.

Relative to the above referred, to "Conference for Peace" a 
physical, surveillanoe by Bureau Agents revealed that one Norman 
Corwin was Chairman of the June 5* 19^8, session and when Corwin 
introduced Charles Collingwood he stated that they had been close 
friends for many years. Collingwood’s portion of the program 
had to do with the "Slanting of the News", and his speech included 
the playbaok of records made from the broadcast of such news 
commentators as Walter Winchell and Lowell Thomas, among others# 
Collingwood explained that he did this in order to show the 
audience that the public was not getting a trup picture of the news, 
and the excerpts played for the audience were all anti-Russian in 
content. 

One of these speeches played back by Collingwood had been 
made by Rabbi Schulte, head of the American-Jewish League Against 
Communism. That part of the Rabbi 1 s statement included the sentence 
"Communism, is more dangerous than Nazism." To ,this Collingwood 
commented "Now I have heard everything.

The Civil Rights Congress tried to interest Charles 
Collingwood In the case, of two Los Angeles women Communists who were 
subpoenaed before the Federal Grand Jury to testify on Communist 
activities and were later cited for civil contempt and,arrested. 

According to a technical surveillance maintained on the 
Civil Rights Congress headquarters, 3°7 South Hill Street, Los Angeles, 
California (discontinued), an approach had been made to Collingwood 
to find out whether or not he would like to interview the two 
women, but he stated "I couldn’t do that, but you might send me the 
background on the case, mail it to CBS." Along this line, Lee Baohells, 
who according to Communist Party membership records in the possession 
of the.

She- stated that his file reflects, .that 
on December 1-9, 1938 he was awarded a Rhodes Scholarship for 
three, years. Miss WOOLLEY suggested Professor H. R. SMART, as 
the only member of the Cornell University faculty who would be.

Mr. JOHNSON stated that upon, his graduation from Cornell 
in June of 1939, applicant was sent as a scholarship student by 
the Tellurlde Association to Geneva, Switzerland, where, during 
the summer of 1939# he. attended a special school- devoted to the 
study of international relations, and law. Having received an 
appointment; as a Rhodes scholar prior to his graduation at the 
end of the summer- of 1939 he went to England, where he attended 
Oxford University for one year. This was at the time of the 
outbreak, of the war,. Applicant decided due to: war conditions 
that he could not derive full benefit from Oxford University' and 
afo after completing one year there,, he accepted employment, as a 
reported for-the United Press, in. London and in Amsterdam, Holland. 

He later became associated with the Columbia Broadcasting- Company 
in England and Europe, as. a- war correspondent returning to the 
United-'States in approximately 1945* Mr., JOHNSON stated that 
applicant has been employed ever since as a news commentator.

Mr. CHARLES CORTE who Is employed by the United Press 
as a photographer has known the applicant since 1933* He 
advised SA RRT2XNGBR that he was well acquainted with 
COLLINGWOOD in London, England, In 1942 during which time 
the applicant was a radio war correspondent and he (CORTE) 
was a war photographer there. He described the applicant 
as one of 'the nicest persons that he has ever known and that 
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he would .highly recommend 'him for a position in the Government* 
No information has come to his attention which would cause 
him to question the applicant's character or loyalty* 

Mr. ROBERl^CfiXON, Correspondent for the International 
News Service, advised' SA ERTZINGER that he has known the 
applicant since approximately 1949* .^e was associated with 

COt/LINGWOOD in England'and also on the continent of Europe 
during the applicant's tour as a war correspondent. He * 

was in daily contact with CQLLINGWOOD while the applicant 
was employed as a white House correspondent and his 
association was both professional and social., He said he 
would .recommend COBhINGWOOD for a position In the Government 
as he considered him a person of excellent moral character 
and loyal to the United States* 

W. Bry-hAWRENCE, White House Correspondent for the 
New York .Time s ‘Informs d SA ERTZINGER that he has known the 
applicant for the past five years both In Washington, D. C. 

.and New York, New York. He has had both professional 
and social .contact with CO.LI/INGWOOD and knows him to be a 
person fully In accord with the democratic principles of 
the United States, completely trustworthy and of good -moral 
/character. He added that the applicant's work has probably 
caused him to he In contact with Communist^.from time to 
time but that he has never expressed any beliefs or

Mr. "HERRIMAN^s^iTH, White House Correspondent^for 
the United press, advised SA ERTZINGER that he has known 
the applicant socially and professionally for the past 4 years. 
He -recommended COLETNGWOOD for a position in the Government 
and furnished no derogatory information regarding him. 

Mr. TONY BACCARO, Associated press Correspondent 
at the White House, stated to :SA ERIZ.INGER that he has been 
associated with the applicant professionally since 1949* 

He said that the applicant is a person of good character 
and to his knowledge Is loyal to the United States. 

SA ERTZINGER Interviewed Mr. JOE POX, Reporter 
for the Washington Evening Star ‘who has worked closely with 
the applicant at the White House since 1949* He said that 
the applicant Is a well known war correspondent and -that he 
enjoys an excellent reputation among his associates. Mr. POX 
furnished no information of a derogatory nature regarding 
COthlNGWOOD. 
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Hr. FRANK BURKHOLZER, White Bouse Correspondent

.of the applicant at the White House. His association with 
COLTH.NGWOOD has been both social and professional. He 
said that from his observation of the applicant and from 
conversation with him he would .consider him to be a 
person loyal to the United states. 

Mr. JACK -DOHERTY, Reporter for the New York Daily 
News, has :known the applicant since 1949 and has associated 
with him socially and professionally. He recommended him 
for a position of trust in the Government. He said that 
the applicant's character is beyond reproach and that his 
loyalty to the United States is above suspicion. 

Miss HELM KIRKPATRICH, Special Assistant to the 
-Assistant Secretary for European Affairs, Department of 
State^ has known the applicant for the past 12 years. She 
was associated with him in London, Algiers and Paris when 
COLLINGWOOD was with the United Press' and the Columbia 
Broadcasting System in Europe. She has had occasional 
contacts ’with him both in a business and social manner 
since the applicant has resided in Washington, D. C,. She 
said that the applicant is a personal friend of Mr. and 
Mrs. W„ .AVERTLMmABRIMAN.and also of Secretary of the 
department of Apiculture CHARLEYS ANNAN and Mrs. BRANNAN. 

His other friends are persons in/lhe newspaper and radio 
field. She has visited in his home and has become acquainted 
with many of his associates. She said she has never observed 
any individuals who would be classified by her as undesirable 
from a standpoint of character or loyalty in the applicant's 
house. She said that COLLINGWOOD has never expressed any 
sympathies for Communism in -her presence and she feels that 
he is completely -loyal to the United States. She recommended 
him for a position in the Government.

Mr. THEODORE F>K0.0P, Director of News, Columbia 
Broadcasting System, advised BA -ERT.2IN0ER that he has known 
the applicant for the past four’years. He said that the

289 in the Sixth Report of the California Un-American Activities Committee 
in 1951 (hereinafter referred to as CUAAC) as one of the largest Communist 
fronts in California* , 


T~8, of known reliability, who will not furnish a signed statement 
but who will appear before a hearing board, advised in the summer of 19U8 
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that the June 5, I9h8, session of the above-referred-to meeting was attended 
by NORMAN CORWIN, who was in charge of this meeting as chairman. He stated 
that CORWIN introduced CHARLES COLLINGWOOD, saying that they had been close 
friends for many years and that they had worked together in England for CBS. 

T-8 stated that COLLINGWOOD* s portion of the program had to do with the 
"Slanting of the News," which included the playback of recordings made from 
the broadcasts of such news commentators as WALTER WINCHELL and LOWELL THOMAS, 
among others. He stated that COLLINGWOOD explained that this was done in 
order to show the audience that the public was not getting a time picture 
of the news and the excerpts played were all "anti-Russian" in content. 

\ 

T-8 stated that one of the speeches played back by COLLINGWOOD 
was made by Rabb^SCHULTZ, Head of the American-Jewish League Against Communism. 
He stated this £art of the Rabbi*s statement included the sentence, "Communism 
is more dangerous than Nazism." T-8 stated to this sentence COLLINGWOOD 
commented, "Now i*ve heard everything. Here is a Jewish Rabbi talking and 
saying Communism is worse than Nazism." 


The Dean of Canterbury, also called the "Red Dean," was in Los 
Angeles during the fall of 19U8. T-9, of known reliability, who will not 
appear before a hearing board or furnish a signed statement, stated in the 
fall of 19L8 that the American-Russian Institute contacted CHARLES COLLINGWOOD 
concerning the matter of getting publicity over the air for the "Red Dean." 

He stated COLLINGWOOD advised that his snap judgment would be "No" but that 
he would think about it. T-9 stated COLLINGWOOD stated, "I^met^bhe Dean in 
England. He is quite a,guy, and I am in sympathy with him.rwj . jU) 

The American-Russian Institute has been cited by the Attorney General 
of the United States as falling within the purview of Executive Order 9835. 


Activities of NORMAN CORWIN : , 

Russian War Relief, Incorporated : , 

The 19U8 report of the Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Ui>-American 
Activities in California (hereinafter referred to as the CSCUAA) on Page 358 
reflected that Russian War Relief, Incorporated, was a "satellite front of 
the Communist Party." It was further reflected that the New Tork "Times" 
for October 10, 19^1, under the caption "These Prominent Americans Ask Tour 
Help in Behalf of the Russians" included NORMAN CORWIN in the list of names. 

Hollywood Writers Mobilization : 

The .1951 CSCUAA report. Page 51, identified the Hollywood Writers . 
Mobilization as a Communist conceived, created and infiltrated organization. 
It was further disclosed that in October, 19U3, the Writers Congress was held 
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on the campus of the University of California at Los Angeles under the joint 
sponsorship of the University and the Hollywood Writers Mobilization. Among 
those participating, in the discussion groups, lecturers and other activities 
was NORMAN CORWIN., 

The Hollywood Writers Mobilization has been cited by the Attorney 
General of the United States as coming within the purview of Executive Order 
9835. 

National Council of American-Soviet Friendship, aka . 

Congress of American - Soviet Friendship : 

The 1918 CSCUAA report identified NORMAN CORWIN as one of the 
current sponsors of the National Council of American-Soviet Friendship, 
a Communist front also known as the Congress of American-Soviet Friendship. 

The, National Council of American-Soviet Friendship has been 
declared within the purview of Executive Order 9835 by the Attorney General 
of the United States. 

Hollywood Independent Citizens Committee of the Arts , Sciences 

and Professions (HICCASP): 


The "Radio Daily," a trade publication, on October 19, 19l*5, 
identified NORMAN CORWIN as chairman of the Hollywood Independent Citizens 
Committee of the Arts,'Sciences and Professions (hereinafter referred to as 
HICCASP). The 191*8 CSCUAA report, on Page 252, 253 and 25U, identified the 
HICCASP as a Communist front organization. 

American Youth for Democracy : 

The American Youth for Democracy, according to the 191*8 CSCUAA 
report, sponsored a welcome-home dinner at the Ambassador Hotel, Los 
Angeles, on Sunday, December l6, 191*5. NORMAN CORWIN was identified as 
toastmaster of this dinner. The American Youth for Democracy has been 
cited by the Attorney General As coming within the purview of Executive 
Order 9835. 

Civil Rights Congress : 

NORMAN CORWIN was identified as one of the initiators of a National 
Congress on Civil Rights, later known as the Civil Rights Congress, according 
to the CSCUAA, 191*8. 

The Civil Rights Congress has been declared within the purview of 
.Executive Order 9835 by the Attorney General. a 
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Progressive Citizens of America and " Hollywood Ten ": 


NORMAN CORWIN, according to the 191*8 CSCUAA report, was identified 
as one of the vice-chairmen of the Progressive Citizens of America* It was 
also disclosed that NORMAN CORWIN spoke on a program at a rally staged by 
the Progressive Citizens of America at the Shrine Auditorium, Los Angeles, 
on October 16, 192*7, in honor of the "Hollywood Ten” writers and directors 
who were cited for contempt by the Congressional Committee on Un-American 
Activities for their refusal to answer questions at a hearing held in 
October, 192*7, in Washington, D. C* concerning their alleged Communist 
Party affiliations. The report identified the Progressive Citizens of 
America as a Communist front organization* 


T-10, of known reliability, who will not appear before a hearing 
board or furnish a signed statement, advised in July, 1950, that the motion 
picture writers and directors referred to as the "Hollywood Ten" by the 191*8 
CSCUAA report were personal acquaintances of his and that he knew all of 
them to have been members of the Communist Party in Hollywood* • 

" Win the Peace Conference ," aka * "Win the Peace Congress ": 

NORMAN CORWIN was identified by the 192*9 CSCUAA report as a sponsor 
of a new Communist front organization known as the "Win the Peace Conference," 
also known as "Win the Peace Congress." These organizations were organized 
after VJ Day when the United States was no longer needed as an ally by the 
Soviet Union. 


' Abraham Lincoln Brigade : , 

NORMAN CORWIN was listed on Page 561 of the 19l*9 CSCUAA report as 
either a sponsor or one affiliated with the Abraham Lincoln Brigade* 

The Abraham Lincoln Brigade has been declared within the purview 
of Executive Order 9835 by the Attorney General. 

China Aid Council : 

NORMAN CORWIN was listed as a sponsor or being affiliated with the 
China Aid Council, according to the 19l*9 CSCUAA report. Page 505, a Communist 
front and subsidiary organization of the American League for Peace and 
Democracy. 

The American League for Peace and Democracy has been cited as 
coming within the purview of Executive Order 9835* 

Committee for a Democratic Far Eastern Policy : 

NORMAN CORWIN was listed with a group of persons identified as 
either sponsors or affiliated with the Committee for a Democratic Far Eastern 
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Policy on Page 505 of the 19U9 CSCUAA report* The report further identified 
this organization as a Communist front initiated to "put pressure on the 
administration in reference to its foreign policy in China in order to 
clear the way for Soviet expansion." 

Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee : 

The 1 9h9 CSCUAA report on Page SC9 listed NORMAN CORWIN among those 
individuals either sponsors of or affiliated with the Joint Anti-Fascist 
Refugee Committee. This organization has been cited by the Attorney General 
as being within the purview of Executive Order 9835* 


League of American Writers : 

The 19h9 report of the CSCUAA on Page 510 listed NORMAN CORWIN as 
being affiliated with the League of American Writers. This organization 
has been cited as coming within the purview of Executive Order 9835.

Peopled Radio Foundation , Incorporated : 

NORMAN CORWIN was listed on Page 513 in the 19U9 CSCUAA report as 
among those affiliated with the People 1 s Radio Foundation, Incorporated, 
which has been declared within the purview of Executive Order 9835 by the 
Attorney General. > 


Peopled Songs, Incorporated : 

The 19h9 CSCUAA report. Page 513, lists NORMAN CORWIN as being 
affiliated with People's Songs, Incorporated, described as a Communist 
front organization which was incorporated January 31, 19U6, An New York 
City, and further discloses that "all of the productions of People's 
Songs, Incorporated, follow the Communist Party line as assiduously as do 
the people behind the organization. n

Stage for Action : , 

NORMAN CORWIN was identified among those affiliated with the Stage 
for Action, according to the 19^9 CSCUAA report. Page 515. This organization 
was declared to be a Communist front* 


Activities of KATHERINE LOCKE, (Mrs

CORWIN): 


The files of the Registrar, of Voters, Los Angeles County, February, 
19U9, revealed that Mrs. KATHERimO*OGKE resided at 3^00 Lankershim Boulevard, 
North Hollywood, California; occupation, housewife; birth place, Russia., She 
claimed United States citizenship by derivation from her father's naturaliza¬ 
tion, stating her father's name was MAURICE/LOCKE. 
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The files of the Screen Actors Guild, 70l|6 Hollywood Boulevard, 
on February 18, 19h9, reflected that KATHERINE LOCKE, actress, was born in 
Russia on June 25* 1910, naturalised in Brooklyn, New York, February 17, 
1921, and her father was MENIWlOCKOMCVITZ. 



The personnel files of Twentieth Century Fox Studios, West Los 
Angeles, as of February, 19U9, disclosed that KATHERINE LOCKE had filled 
out an employment blank on July 22, 19h7 t identifying her husband as 
NORMAN CORWIN. 


The files of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Studios disclosed a questionnaire 
filled out by KATHERINE LOCKE, actress, on December 27, 19U3, at which time 
she listed her address as 2065 Ivar Avenue, Hollywood 28, California* 

T-5 advised the name KATHERINE LOCKE appeared in the membership 
records of the Los Angeles County Communist Party during 19^3 and 19UU* 

T-5 stated this record carried the name KATHERINE LOCKE, 2000 block, Ivar 
Avenue, Hollywood. He stated the street number, consisting of four digits, 
was somewhat illegible; however, he believed it, was 2065 Ivar Avenue* 

T-5 stated he was not personally acquainted with KATHERINE LOCKE 
or NORMAN CORWIN and could furnish no information regarding them. 

T-ll, of known reliability, who will not appear before a hearing 
board or furnish a signed statement, and who is generally familiar with 
Communist Party activities in the radio Industry and in Hollywood for the 
past six years, advised in February, 1952, that he was acquainted with the 
applicant professionally; however, he had no knowledge of the applicants 
personal background and had never heard anything regarding the applicants 
affiliation with the Communist Party* 


He stated, that he was also acquainted with NORMAN CORWIN on a 
professional basis; however, he did not know of any association between 
CORWIN and the applicant except that they were both at CBS at the same 
time and he had heard some of the Communists comment that they liked the 
kind of work CORWIN was turning out. He stated he did not know of any 
close or personal association between the applicant with CORWIN. 


T-22, of known reliability, who will not furnish a signed statement 
or appear before a hearing board, and who is generally familiar with the 
membership of the American Federation of Radio Artists and activities of 
those within this group suspected of Communist Party tendencies, stated 
;in February, 1952, that he was acquainted with the applicant professionally 
only and that he could not comment regarding the applicant’s character, 
loyalty or associates. He stated the applicant was never a member of the 
American Federation of Radio Artists. • 
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T-13, of unknown reliability, who will not appear before a hearing 
board or furnish a signed statement, advised in February, 1952, that he 
became acquainted with the applicant in the spring of 19h3, at which time 
the applicant was a foreign correspondent for CSS in Algiers. He stated 
that he regarded the applicant as an extreme liberal, who in past days had 
supported Russia and favored extreme leftist groups in the United States in 
his broadcasts. He stated he does not care for the applicant personally and 
he has been in violent disagreement with the applicant regarding his stand 
on matters of policy. He stated he never associated with the applicant 
socially; however, he has been in a position to observe the applicant for 
many years. 

T-13 stated the applicant felt the "Hollywood Ten" were right in 
their action with the House Committee on Un-American Activities and further 
that the applicant had no use for this committee. T-13 stated that the 
applicant's broadcasts during the time of the committee hearings reflected 
this line of thought. He stated that CBS received numerous complaints 
regarding the applicant's stand in behalf of the "Hollywood Ten." 

T-13 further stated he would not recommend the applicant for a 
position of trust and confidence because of his views,, which he, T-13, 
considered to be extremely liberal. T-13 stated the applicant came from 
a wealthy family and that before becoming a war correspondent, he was a 
student at Oxford and an intellectual snob. He stated he believes the 
applicant may have become a war correspondent fco avoid actual military 
service in view of the fact that the applicant wa3 of military age. 
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Hr. JOSEPPjfelSTROM, Producer

SISTROM advised that he had been acquainted with the 
applicant since,1943 or 1944 when he met the applicant in 
either London, New York, or Cairo, the exact place he could 
not recall* SISTROM stated the applicant is an intelligent 
student who was a Rhodes Scholar at Oxford, England, and who, 
during World War II, served as a foreign correspondent for the 
Columbia Broadcasting System in Europe. SISTROM stated he 
considered the applicant a very reputable person in all respects 
including loyalty and patriotism. He advised the applicant 
knows “half the. people® In Washington, D.C*, as well as many 
Influential persons in other cities in the country and in 
Europe. SISTROM advised the applicant was in Hollywood- during 
1947 to 1948, during which time he was with CBS as a reporter 
and analyst. SISTROM stated he had- associated with the 
applicant professionally and socially, and that on one occasion 
he had worked on some material with him whip^provided him the 
opportunity to observe the applicant as a^ery capable person. 

He stated his association with the applicant principally was 
on a social basis, and that he was acquainted with the appli¬ 
cant's wife, LOUISE ALBRITTON. 

SISTROM advised, he has never heard anything which 
would reflect other than complete loyalty and patriotism to 
the United States. However, he stated the applicant had told 
him that on occasion CBS and himself had received letters 
criticizing his newscasts because of their liberal approach. 
SISTROM surmised that such criticisms probably came from 
individuals who subscribe to one-sided opinions and points 
of view. He stated that the applicant Is a very liberal 
individual in his way of thinking and has probably mentioned 
some of his liberal ideas on his newscasts. 

SISTROM stated he would not hesitate to recommend 
the applicant for a position of trust and confidence, as he 
feels the applicant is an extremely reputable person who 
would present no security risk to the United States. 
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Mr. JACKnlECK 
Head of 'CBS News Room 
CBS. Hollywood* California 

BECK stated he has been a close personal friend of 
the applicant for approximately fiyp^-years. He stated that 
he was the applicant’s supervisor at CBS in Hollywood during 
.19^7 an d 1948. However, he had known the applicant in New 
York'on a professional basis before that time. ^ 

BECK stated he regarded the applicant as an unusually 
intelligent person of exceeding promise. He stated that the 
applicant is married to movie actress 'LOUISE ALBRITTON and to 
his knowledge the applicant^ father was in some way associated 
with the U. S. Government. BECK stated that he knows of nothing 
in.the applicant’s past which would reflect other than complete 
loyalty to this country. He stated the applicant was in 
“EISENHOWER*s Camp" in London and in the European Theatrejef 
operations during World War II. He stated the applicant vfas 
present at the signing of the peace treaty in Germany and that 
prior to that time had accompanied the Army which liberated 
Paris. He stated that the"applicant returned to the United 
States at the end of the war and became a news correspondent, 
and lecturer. 

BECK stated the applicant has friends and acquaintances 
in all walks.jof life which, he explained, is a desirable thing 
for all good r newsmen. He stated that such associations are a 
credit to the applicant’s industriousness rather than a reflec¬ 
tion on his character. 

BECK advised that the applicant was no^) doubt a 
professional associate to a limited extent of NORMAN CORWIN 
as they were both employed at CBS during the same period. He 
said he did not know__of any close or social association. 

However, he recalls they were associated in Europe as well as 
in this country.

BECK stated the applicant x/as a White House corres¬ 
pondent and traveled extensively with President TRUMAN and 
further stated he believes the applicant is known to,all 
those within the “White House circle 0 . He stated the applicant 
is now on a six-month leave of absence to assist Mr. W. AVERIL 
HARRIMAN as Press Relations Assistant in the Mutual Security 
Agency. ^ 
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, BECK stated he would recommend the applicant for a 

position of trust and confidence, based on his character, 
loyalty, associates, and reputation, 

Mr. GEORGE McCAUGHNA, Plant Superintendent 
CBS, Hollywood, California _ 

McCAUGHNA advised he was associated with the 
applicant on a professional basis while the applicant was 
at CBS at Hollywood for approximately one and a half years, 
McCAUGHNA stated the applicant is one of the best and most 
reputable news commentators employed by CBS. He stated the 
applicant has an extensive record regarding his work: as a 
war correspondent for CBS in World War II. McCAUGHNA further 
advised the applicant enjoyed g good reputation while in 
Hollywood/and that he has never associated, to McCAUGHNA 1 s 
knowledge, with any people in this area known to evidence 
Communist sympathies. McCAUGHNA stated the applicant was, 
employed at CBS during the period in which 'NORMAN CORWIN 
was also employed. He stated that CORWIN and the applicant 
, were probably associated professionally. Hox^ever, McCAUGHNA 
1 stated he did not know of any close association between these 
two. McCAUGHNA stated, regarding character, loyalty, reputation 
and associates, he would recommend the applicant for a position 
of trust and confidence. 

Mr. DON^WEENY, 

General/Petroleum Company 
Los Angeles. California 

SWEENY advised he knew the applicant professionally 
at CBS in Hollywood during 1947 and 1948. He stated he was, 
at that time, publicist for CBS, at which time the applicant 
was transferred here from New York. SWEENY advised he and the 
applicant were in London at the same time. However, he did 
not know the applicant there other than by reputation. 

SWEENY stated he had an opportunity to observe the 
applicant during their Joint ten years of employment at CBS, 
and that he at all times believed the applicant's character 
to be good and sound. He stated further that he had never 
had any reason to doubt the applicant's loyalty. SWEENY 
advised that on occasion he had defended the applicant.from 
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persons not acquainted with the ways and means of newscasting 
who had criticized the applicants liberal approach to the 
news* SWEENY stated he regarded the applicant'as having a 
healthy admiration for free enterprise. He stated, however, 
that the applicant had never given him reason to question 
his sympathies or beliefs in this country and had never at 
any time evidenced other than a complete loyalty to the United 
States. 


SWEENY advised he did not recall any of the applicant's 
associates by name* However, he remembers the applicant 
"moved" in the Hollywood or movie set. He stated NORMAN CORWIN 
was employed at CBS at the same time the applicant was employed 
there. However, he does not know of any association other 
than that which 'may have been necessitated through professional 
contact. 1

SWEENY stated the applicant in his news broadcasts 
avoided primarily discussions of Communist Party infiltration 
and activities in this area, because one of the former news¬ 
casters at CBS experienced considerable.loss in sellability 
due to too much discussion of the Communist Party. He explained 
that the word "sellability 1 * in radio terminology means a 
person's appeal to the radio public and theidemandnfor their 
services. SWEENY stated that although he was not closely , 
associated or acquainted with the applicant he did feel the 
applicant would qualify for a position of trust and confidence.

He stated he became better adquainted with the applicant in, 
1948 when the applicant was with CBS in Hollywood. 


MEYERS stated the applicant was a Rhodes Scholar arid 
was well acquainted with persons abroad, in view of his status 
as a foreign correspondent. He stated that the applicant

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enjoyed an excellent reputation to his knowledge in all respects. 

, MEYERS stated he was not/acquainted with the applicant's 
associates outside of news people and that for the most part 
the applicant and his wife, LOUISE ALBRITTON, have made their 
home in Washington, D.C., for the past;several years. He 
stated he is casually acquainted with the applicant's wife 
and that he has never had occasion to question' her character, 
loyalty, or associates. / 


MEYERS stated that, regarding the applicant, he 
1 believed him to be definitely a loyal American of excellent 
character and choice of associated. He stated the applicant 
is a yrell qualified person thajb'he would recommend highly for 
a position of trust and confidence. 


MEYERS stated he is acquainted with NORMAN CORWIN. 
However, he knows of no association between CORWIN and the 
applicant, inasmuch as they were in different fields of 
professional endeavor. He stated that by this he means the 
applicant is a news commutator, whereas CORWIN is a writer, 
and that CORWIN had reached his prominence in Hollywood, 
whereas the applicant was active in Europe.

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ROBERTS, news commentator and analyst, advised he 
met the applicant in Europe when he and the applicant were 
covering the Petain Drive in Paris, France, in early 1945. 

He stated the applicant was at that, time a CBS correspondent 
and that he has occasionally, since that time, met the appli¬ 
cant at various news functions, and at Berlin when they were 
covering the airlift in May, 1949, and at the Presidential 
Inaugeration in Washington in 1949* 


ROBERTS statedthe applicant is a "real reporter" 
who does not simply read from prepared scripts but actually 
thinks and prepares his commentaries from^the analysis -of the 
situation as he sees it. He- stated, the applicant is a highly 
respected person in this area and abroad. ROBERTS stated _ 
in his opinion the .applicant ls^strongly antl-Communlst. 
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ROBERTS advised that due to the nature of his work 
the applicant is well acquainted with many people in Europe 
including the higher-placed Government officials in France. 

He stated the applicant is also acquainted with “very important 
people 8 in the U. S. Government abroad. He stated the appli¬ 
cant^ associates were acceptable in every sense of the word 
and that the applicant to his knowledge had never associated 
with anyone who could be considered disloyal. 


ROBERTS stated he would class the applicant as a 
liberal newscaster, which he explained by stating the applicant 
sho*rs both sides of a controversial international issue. H e 
stated he regarded the applicant as a person of excellent 
character and reputation who expresses no foreign sympathies 
or evidences other than complete loyalty to this country. He 
stated he would give the applicant an unqualified recommenda¬ 
tion for a position of trust and confidence. 

ROBERTS advised he is not acquainted with the appli¬ 
cant’s wife or any member of the applicant's family.

HUNTLEY, news commentator and analyst, advised he 
has known the applicant on a professional and social basis 
since 1942. He stated the applicant was under his individual 
supervision at CBS in Hollywood during 1947 and 1948. He 
advised he considered the applicant to be a ^citizen of the 
world 8 of international character. He stated that by this he 
meant the applicant has been all over the world and knows 
people in all parts of the world from every walk of life. 

HUNTLEY stated that the,applicant related to him 
that he had attended Oxford University and that while there he 
met Mrs. MARY CLITHENROW BLAKE with whom he became enamored. 

He stated that the applicant further related that he was torn 
between Mrs. BLAKE and LOUISE ALBRITTON, who was not then his 
wife. He stated that the applicant thought quite seriously 
of marrying Mrs. BLAKE,.but subsequently changed his mind and 
married Miss ALBRITTON, whom HUNTLEY introduced to the applicant. 
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■ HUNTLEY stated he did not know the applicant in 
England and that he first net the applicant while they were 
both employed by CB3. He stated further that the applicant 
has foreign connections and contacts in all parts of the world I 
from whom he no doubt receives information helpful in his 
work. HUNTLEY stated the applicant even associated with 
the "Hollywood Ten" in order to obtain information for news¬ 
casts and found out what was going on inside that group. He 
stated the applicant never evidenced any sympathy for any 
or all of this group and was never a friend to any of them. 

He stated further that this association undoubtedly caused 
unfavorable information of a derogatory nature to be circulated 
regarding the applicant. HUNTLEY advised that most of the 
applicants associates with whom he, HUNTLEY, is also acquainted 
arc,people in the radio or news field; He stated he would 
classify the applicant as a newscaster who gives both sides of 
the news and never favors any policy which might be detrimental 
to the best interests of the United States. 


HUNTLEY stated that he is acquainted with, NORMAN 
CORWIN and that to his knowledge the applicant and CORWIN 
"probably" have associated professionally due to their mutual 
relationship with CBS. HUNTLEY stated he knows of no close 
association between the applicant and CORWIN, however, and 
that he has never heard, anything to the contrary. 

HUNTLEY stated he would recommend the applicant for 
a position of trust and confidence, based on character, 
loyalty, associates, reputation, and ability.

HILL stated that he met the applicant in London in 
late 1942. During this time the applicantv.was associated with 
CBS. HILL advised he has known the applicant as a business 
and a social acquaintance since that time. He advised that 
the applicant covered many “big news" events in Europe during 
World War II and that hferis an exceptional person who is a 
staunch supporter of free enterprise and democracy, as opposed 
to autocracy. HILL stated that as a "long term thing" he 
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would classify the applicant as a liberal, but 
a ©erson who was the least bit “pinkish 8 . He stated by this 
he* meant that the applicant had never given the slighest 
indication of any feeling or attitude reflecting other than 
complete loyalty to this country, and that he had never 
expressed any favor or sympathy for any cause which would be 
detrimental to the best interests of the United States. 

HILL stated, regarding the applicant character, 
loyalty, reputation, and associates, he could give only the 
highest recommendation. He stated he would recommend the 
applicant for a position of trust and confidence without 
reservation. HILL advised he does not know of any association 
between the applicant and NORMAN CORWIN with whom he, HILL, 
is acquainted professionally, except to say that the applicant 
himself is no doubt professionally acquainted with CORWIN. 

HILL stated this association was on a limited basis, as their 
paths undoubtedly crossed while both were employed by CBS. HILL 
stated he knows of no other association between the two or 
of any '©.there association which might reflect other than complete 
loyalty on the part of the applicant.

CORWIN, who resides at 3600 Lankershelm, Hollywood, 
advised he met the applicant in London in 1942 while both 
were employed at CBS there. CORWIN stated he was on a close 
professional basis with the applicant for approximately four 
months during which tine the applicant was assigned to drive 
him around the London area. He stated that during this time 
he regarded the applicant as a “nice guy 8 who never gave him 
reason to question his morals or character in general. CORWIN 
stated after this four-month acquaintanceship he next met the 
applicant In Paris in 1946. He stated that he could not be 
sure of the exact date. However, he does recall there were 
many individuals from CBS at the Paris Peace Meeting and he 
believes the applicant was in that group. CORWIN stated that 
later in 1946, while he was on the “One World Wilkie 8 trip 
he believes he saw the applicant in Paris. However, he had 
no association with the applicant at that time. 
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CORWIN stated the applicant returned to the United 
States after the war and married actress LOUISE ALBRITTON. 

He advised the applicant was transferred to the Hollywood I 

Division of CBS during 194? and 1948 and that he met the j 

applicant at several social gatherings during that time. He // 
stated that his association with the applicant was strictly If 
professional and limited social association and that any h 

conversation in which they might have been engaged was confined! 
strictly to professional conversation and things of that nature* 

CORWIN stated he last saw the applicant approximately 
two years ago while attending an Academy Award dinner in Holly¬ 
wood. He further advised that in view of his limited associa¬ 
tion with the applicant he does not feel he is sufficiently 
acquainted with the applicant, his background, or personal 
history to recommend him for a position of trust. CORWIN 
stated he knows nothing which would reflect other than good 
character, loyalty, and associations for the applicant. 

However, he did not wish to extend himself by recommending 
the applicant, in view of his limited knowledge regarding him.

Station KFMB, advised that he nas known the applicant since 194-3 at 
which time the applicant was employed by the Columbia Broadcasting 
System in London, England.

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war. He advised that since the war,, he has maintained a close 
friendship with the applicant and that the applicant is a 
frequent visitor in his, home in San Diego*. Mr. WHITE stated that 
he considered the applicant to be honest, dependable,, trustworthy,; 
loyal, and. of excellent reputation. He stated that he, had heard 
rumors that: the applicant lived with Mrs. BLAKE in. her home when 
he was in London, and that when the applicant left England, he 
gave Mrs. BLAKE a. considerable sum of money. He said that he 
did/ not know of his own. knowledge that this was true and did not, 
recall the source of these rumors. He advised that he knew' 
of' no further information concerning the applicant's relations 
with Mrs. BLAKE. Mr. WHITE explained that he lived In New York 
during the time that the. applicant was In, London and, therefore, 
seldom saw the applicant and knew little about the applicant's 
personal affairs.

PET AILS: AT WASHINGTON. P. C. 

Hr. WILLIAM R. DO 1 ./NS, JR., News Commentator, Columbia 
Broadcasting System, first met the applicant in London, England, 
about 19 R 0 . At that time he and the applicant were employees 
of the United Fr.ess Association then later worked together for 
the Columbia Broadcasting System In London, England^ New York, 
New York, and Washington, D. C. He said that he knows that the 
applicant has no sympathy for Communist, however, he may have 
had occasion to be associated with them in connection with his 
professional assignment with the Columbia Broadcasting System. 

He considers the applicant completely loyal to the United States 
and as a person of good character and reputation. He said that 
he had received no information which would [reflect unfavorably 
upon the applicant in any manner. J 
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Hr. .JOHN M. REDDING, Assistant Postmaster General in, 
charge of the Bureau of Transportation, has known the applicant 
since 1942 in a professional capacity. He first became 
acquainted with COLLINGWOOD in London, England, where the 
applicant was assigned to the staff of the .Columbia .Broad¬ 
casting System as a War Correspondent. He was well acquainted 
with the applicant from 1942. until the end of the war in 
Europe but had very little social contact wi th him. He has 
seen the applicant intermittently since that time. He 
said that the applicant has the reputation of being a very 
good newspaper* and radio commentator and that his only weak¬ 
ness was to play cards. He pointed out that COLLINGWOOD 
has an exaggerated opinion .of his ability as a poker player. 

He said he had heard that the applicant lost about $7,000*00 
or $8,000.00 while playing poker in Paris, Franco* jt was 
his understanding that the applicant had an unlimited expense 
account as a representative of the Columbia Broadcasting 
System and had used this money in his poker games. He believes 
that COLLINGWOOD has reimbursed Columbia Broadcasting System 
for the amount of money which he lost. , 

Mr. REDDING advised that he had supervision over the 
applicant as a war correspondent during the period of the 
invasion of* Normandy.. While in London, England, BEDDING was 
a Major In the ®ti Air Force of the United States and was a 
Public Relations/Officer for this military unit. He was later 
in charge of Psychological Warfare and Public Relations for 
the 21st Army group under General MONTGOMERY. REDDING said 
that the applicant had broadcasted the liberation of Paris, 

France, in advance of the time desired by the military authorities* 

He said that this was in effect a breach of security but 

that he did not hold COLLINGWOOD responsible inasmuch as he .had 

submitted his story to censorship and had received clearance from 

the censor authorities. He said that the applicant 

was not criticized by the military authorities for this action 

and that from that time on he was very cautious before making 

any broadcasts. In connection with the applicant’s character, 

Mr. REDDING stated he .believed him to be a person of good morals 
and not an excessive drinker. Politically speaking Mr. REDDING 
advised he considers the applicant a ’’liberal democrat" and 
described this term as a person who considered labor unions 
have a place in the world and who believes in taking 
proper steps for the betterment of mankind. 1 
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He Is very definitely, according to Mr. REDDING, opposed 
to any organization, groups, or Individuals connected with 
subversive activities, 

Mr., WALTER CRQJIKITE, Newscaster -for WTOP-TV, 

Columbia Broadcasting System, has known the applicant 
personally for the past ten years. They firstbecame acquainted 
as co-workers for the United Press in London, England, 
and have maintained a social and professional acquaintance 
since that time. He said that the applicant’s friends and 
associates are people of excellent character and of the high 
social level. He knows him to be a strong anti-communist who 
believes that everyone should be given a fair chance in the 
world today# He considers him completely loyal to the United 
States and recommended him for a position of trust In the 
government• 

Colonel MAX BOYD who is assigned to the Directorate 
of Public Relations Information, United States Air Force, 

Pentagon, advised that he was formerly Public Relations 
Officer for the 12th Air Force In Africa during the earlier 
part of Vorld War II and later in England and France for the 
United States Strategic Air Force# He became acquainted with 
applicant during World^ar n at which time COLLTNGWOOD was a radio 
war correspondent# His knowledge of the applicant was merely 
professional while overseas but he has had some contact with him 
in the United States. He said that "he would trust applicant 
with top secret Information inasmuch as he had been trusted with 
such Information by military headquarters in Europe and he knows 
of no instances where the applicant violated the trust placed 
in him. Colonel BOYD said that COLLINGWOOD is a man of mature 
judgment, above average in Intelligence, and of good character .and 
reputation. Colonel BOYD said that he has never been given any 
cause to doubt the applicant's loyalty or integrity. 

Mr. BILL HENRY, Correspondent for the M Los Angeles 
Times*’, who resides at The Dorchester House, 2480 16th Street, N.W. 
Washington, D.C., knew of the applicant in London, England, 
in 1939# At that time HENRY was with the Columbia Broadcasting 
System and the applicant was attending Oxford University. He 
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said that the applicant was employed by the Columbia 
Broadcasting System after he finished school In London, 
England, but he never had any personal contact with him 
until C0LL1NGW00D returned to the United States in 1946 
or 1947.

I saw Mr. COLLINGWOOD 
in his dressing gown proceeding .from the bathroom at 88 Portland Place on 
one occasion and I also know. that, during one night of the" London blitz between 
December, 1940 and February, 1941, Mrs.- BLAKE and Mr. COLLINGWOOD stayed 
at the Waldorf Hotel in London.” 

In answer to the question as to. how BEATRICE WARD knew this, Miss WARD 
answered as follows: ”1 called the following morning at the hotel to 
collect the luggage and I. saw the hotel register which- they had signed as 
Mr. and Mrs. C. COLLINGWOOD and I paid the bill.”

Mr* MURROff went on to say that OOLLINGWOCD 
returned to the United States about 19i*6 and worked -in Los .Angeles, 
California, and Washington, D.C*, the latter assignment for the past 
three years as a White House correspondent* MURROff stated that 
COLLINGWOOD has been a highly competent and reliable newsman and 
highly regarded by his fellow correspondents in the War Theater. 

MURRCW stated that he saw COLLINGWOOD frequently 
in Europe and worked closely with 'him* He stated that COLLINGffOOD 
in his news work was unquestionably loyal to the United States? 
furthermore, that he has met COLLINGWOOD *S wife and parents and has 
been favorably impressed by them* 

Mr* MURROff went on to say that COLLINGffOOD was 
a Rhodes Scholar at Oxford and prior to coming to the Columbia Broad¬ 
casting System in London had been a correspondent with the United 
Press. He stated that he would recommend COLLINGWOOD most highly 
from the standpoint of character, reputation and loyalty to the 
United States* 


Mr. MURROff also stated -that HOWARD K* SMITH, 
presently in charge of the Columbia Broadcasting System Office in 
London was a Rhodes Scholar at Oxford and believed that SMITH 
attended Oxford some time before COLLINGffOOD. However, SMITH and

Mr. MURROW stated that it is his belief that 
COLLINGWOCD was only casually acquainted with CORWIN and that they 
were never close personal acquaintances. 

Miss KATRYN CAMPBELL, Secretary, Columbia Broad¬ 
casting System News Room, advised that she was secretary of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System London Office at the time COLLINGWOCD was hired in 
March, 19hl. She stated that she roomed in London until the end of 
the war and saw COLLINGWOCD intermediately until he returned to the 
United States in late 19U£ or early 19i&* 

According: to Miss CAMPBELL, COLLINGWOOD was one 
of Columbia Broadcasting Systems outstanding war correspondents and 
was highly regarded by fellow newsman. 

Miss CAMPBELL stated that she is of the opinion 
that COLLINGWOOD is unquestionably loyal to the United States, and 
is of excellent character and reputation.. 

Miss CAMPBELL went on to say that NORMAN CORWIN 
did same documentary broadcasts from Columbia Broadcasting System 
in London early in the war, that COLLINGWOCD was never closely associated 
with CORWIN on a personal basis or a business basis as CCRWIN’S work 
was not in the Mews field. 

Miss CAMPBELL stated.that BARBA&TIDTRACEXtt ,

TfOOD has worked in Xos Angeles and Washington, D.C. for the Columbia

and one of the most capable reporters in the country. He is unquestion¬ 
ably loyal to the Uhited States, and a person of excellent character 
and reputation.

CHESTER stated that COlAlNGWOCDis an outstanding 
correspondent, did an excellent job for Columbia Broadcasting System 
as war correspondent, and according to CHESTER, COLLINGWOCD is loyal 
to the United States, and is of excellent character and reputation* 
CHESTER recommended COLLINGWOCD for a ^position of trust and con¬ 
fidence* 


Hr* WINSTON BURUETT, News Commentator, advised 
that as a News Correspondent he first met COLLINGnOQD in Algiers, 

North Af rica in approximately March 1, 19k3 and worked with him 
in North Africa until June 1, 19h3> at which time COLLINGWOOD returned 
to London* BURDETT stated that he worked closely with COLLINGWOOD in 
North Africa and also roomed, with him* 

BURDETT went on to say that Be next worked with 
COLLINGWOCD in Paris, where COLLINCfWOOD became Chief Columbia Broad¬ 
casting System Correspondent from February, 19hl> to March, 19h$» 
BURDETT at the time was assigned to Rome, but made frequent trips 
to Paris to consult with COLLINGWOOD. Be stated that he believed 
.COLLINGWOOD returned to the United States late in 1 9h$, as he, 

BURDETT, returned to the United States in the Spring of -19h6 and 
COLLINGWOCD was already working on the Columbia Broadcasting System. 
Staff at Los Angeles, California* BURDETT went on to say that in 
November of December, 19U8, COLLINGWOOD became Columbia Broadcasting 
System Washington and White House Correspondent* 

BURDETT advised that COLLINGWOOD is one of the 
leading correspondents in the War Theater, frequently had knowledge 
of military matters of a confidential nature and 1 never revealed the 
information to his closest personal friend. BURDETT stated that 
COLLINGWOOD Is temperate, extremely capable, an ethical newsmen, self 
.reliant, and unquestionably loyal to the United States. He recommended 
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COLLINGWOOD for a position of trust and confidence. 

Hr* LARRY LESEUER, News Commentator, advised 
that he has known COLLINGWOOD since 191*1, when COLLINGWOOD joined 
the Columbia Broadcasting System in London, England. LESEUER stated 
that he, 'LESEUER, was serving in Russia when COLLINGWOOD went to 
'North Africa in 191*3, but later served with COLLINGWOOD for sever al 
months prior to the Normandy Invasion* and also had intermediate^ 
contact with COLLINGWOOD in London during 19h3-19l*l* and at Paris 
during 19hh-19h5>.

Mr. VITAGLIANO stated that Mr. and Mrs. COLLINGWOOD 
seemed to be nice people and never caused any trouble* He could furnish 
no further Information about the OOLLINGWOOD'S. 

Miscellaneous 

The files of Confidential Informant T-l, another 
governmental agency that maintains personnel information indicated 
that CHAHIES CUMMINGS COLLINGWOOD was born June h, 1917, at Three 
Rivers, Michigan. He attended Deep Springs for three years; Cornell 
University for two years and Oxford University, England, for one 
year. He had been a newspaper correspondent in London and Amsterdam 
■for the united Press in 1939 and 19hl. He had also been a War Corres¬ 
pondent in the employ of the Columbia Broadcasting System, 1*85 
Madison Avenue, New York, New York. 

The records further indicated that COLLINGWOOD 
returned from overseas as a War Correspondent in .June, 19h6 and 
engaged in analaing the News and reporting to the public. He had 
been designated as a representative of the Columbia Broadcasting 
System News Department for united Nations coverage.
